District  Teachers’  Associations  Agree 
to  Use  Same  Speakers  on  Different 
Dates,  and  to  Pay  Same  Fee. 


To  Bring  Children 
to  Normal  Weight 


Talent  of  a  high  quality  is  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  Northwest  Missouri  Teachers 
at  their  next  annual  meeting,  which  is 
to  be  held  in  Maryville,  October  23-25, 
1929.  In  order  to  secure  the  best  talent 
for  the  district  associations,  rcprcsen-' 
tatives  from  the  districts  of  AVarrcns- 
burg  and  Kirksvillc  came  to  Maryville 
January  12,  and  with  the  representa¬ 
tive  from  the  local  district  association 
worked  out  a  plan  for  cooperative  buy¬ 
ing  of  talent. 

The  plan  provides  that  much  of  the 
same  talent  will  appear  on  each  pro¬ 
gram,  moving  from  district  to  district 
in  chautauqua  fashion.  The  same  fee 
■is  to  be  paid  each  speaker  by  each  dis¬ 
trict  and  the  expense  of  routing  the 
talent  is  to  be  shared  equally. 

Another  matter  of  business  taken  up 
at  the  meeting  was  the  changing  of  the 
dates  for  the  meetings.  Next  year  the 
district  associations  will  meet  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  instead 
of  on  the  last  three  days  of  the  week 
as  heretofore. 

It  was  agreed  that  each  district  would 
follow  the  plan  the  Northwest  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  been  using  in  securing  music 
for  the  program  an  orchestra  made  up 
<ft  high  school  musicians  from  the  var¬ 
ious  schools  of  the  district.  It  is  to  be 
suggested  that  an  all-state  high  school 
orchestra  bo  an  attraction  at  the  State 
Teachers  Association  in  St.  Louis,  and 
that  the  Southwest  and  Southeast  asso¬ 
ciations  be  asked  to  send  musicians  to 
this  orchestra.

The  World  Federation  of  Education 
Associations,  of  which  President  Lam- 
kin  is  a  director,  will  meet  this  summer 
in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lamkin  will  attend  this  meeting  and 
spend  some  time  visiting  points  of  in¬ 
terest  in  Europe. 

The  program  of  the  World  Federa¬ 
tion  for  its  Geneva  meeting  is  planned 
about  the  theme,  “International  Un¬ 
derstanding  and  Goodwill  through  Edu¬ 
cation.”  All  departments  will  have  an 
international  aspect  in  their  discussions 
and  papers.  Mucli  attention  will  bo 
given  to  a  consideration  of  how  the 
spirit  of  international  cooperation  and 
good  will  can  be  introduced  into  the 
schools.  Materials  and  methods  will 
vary  with  the  age  and  advancement  of 
pupils.  The  program  will  bo  made  up 
of  speakers  as  widely  distributed  as 
possible  among  the  nations. 

Thp  official  languages  will  be  Eng¬ 
lish,  French,  and  German.  During  tho 
disdussions,  it  will  be  arranged  for  an 
official  delegate  •  or  a  representative 
secured  by  the  International-  Bureau  of 
Education  to  bo  on  the  platform  with 
the  chairman  of  the  section  at  'each 
meeting.  He  will  translate  the  speeches 
into  the  language  asked  for  by  the  ma¬ 
jority  present  or,  as  an  alternative,  into 
oo  language  announced  beforehand  as 
the  translation  language  of  tho  section. 

The  Herman- Jordan  Plan  of  Educa¬ 
tion  for  International  Understanding 
and  Goodwill  will  have  a  very  definite 
and  important  place  in  the  conference. 
The  committees  assigned  to  the  various, 
aspects  of  this  subjec’t  arc  all  at  work. 

At  t ho  Geneva  Conference,  tho  Health 
Section  of  tho  World  Federation  will 
hold  a .  joint  session  with  tho  Inter¬ 
national  Federation  of  Homo  and  School. 
The  topic  for  tho  session  will  be,  “Tho 
Health  of  tho  Child,  in  Home,  School, 
and  Community.”  Dr.  Thomas  D.  AVood, 
of  Columbia  University,  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Health  in  the  Inter¬ 
national  Federation,  will  lead  the  dis¬ 
cussion,  which  will  centor  upon  methods 
for  securing  the  support  of  tho  homo 
and  tho  community  for  the  school  health 
program., 

Mile.  Mario  Butts,  of  tho  Internation¬ 
al  Education  Bureau,  has  aeeloptod  tho 
position  of  Chairman  of  tho  Education 
Committee  in  tho  International  Feder¬ 
ation  of  Itomo  and  School.  Milo.  Butts, 
of  Geneva,  Switzerland,  lias  just  com 
plotod  a  survoy  of  the  status  of  tho 
puront-touchor  movomont  in  thirty 
countries.  These  findings  will  form  the 
basis  of  discussion  at  onu  of  tho  sessions 
of  the  Homo  and  School  Section  at  tho 
Geneva  Conference. 

Tho  chairman  of  tho  Committoo  on 
Preparation  of  Touchers  1ms  boon  muk- 
ing  a  study  of  principles  ami  methods 
governing  tiro  training  of  touchers  for 
participation  in  oduention  for  world 
understanding  and  of  instructional  do- 
vices  and  methods  which  may  be  usod 
by  such  toaehers.  Copes  of  tho  findings 
of  this  survoy  will  bo  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  at  tho  Geuovu  mooting. 

The  Intoruutiouul  Bureau  of  Educa¬ 
tion  roports  a  gift  of  $1,000  from  Umo. 
Stokowska,  a  life  moiubor,  for  tho  pur¬ 
pose  of  undortakiug  an  inquiry  on  books 
for  children,  books  particularly  charac¬ 
teristic  of  various  countries.  From  find¬ 
ings  there  will  be  prepared  an  exposi¬ 
tion  of  children’s  books  for  tbs  Con¬ 
ference  at  Geneva.

Entertainment  of  an  unusual  kind 
and  quality  is  to  bo  provided  in  Assem¬ 
bly,  Friday,  January  18.  Edmund  Vanco 
Cooke,  poet,  reader,  and  lecturer,  is  to 
speak  and  road  to  the  student  body  in 
his  own  matchless  manner.

Although  this  may  seem  like 
an  interesting  gamo  to  the  pupils,  ac¬ 
curacy,  noatnoss,  and  «•  fundamental 
knowledge  of  lettering  and  construction 
aro  tho  results.  Emily  Martin  has 
charge  of  tho  urt  work  in  the  first,  sec¬ 
ond,  and  third  grades. 

Tho  principles  of  making  posters  are 
boing  developed  by  Lucille  Qualls  in 
teaching  tho  upper  grades.  Postors  for 
Thrift  Week  have  been  rniide.  This  work 
was  motivated  by  tho  fact  that  Benja¬ 
min  Franklin’s  Birthday,  Junuary  17, 
reminds  one  of  tbirft  aud  of  many 
humorous  anecdotes  and  wise  aayiaga 
which  are  good  sources  of  iuspiratlosi  in 
poster  making.  Tke  principles  of  per* 
speetive  are  to  bo  developed  next  in  the* 
apper  grades  and  these  principles  will 
also  bo  developed  by  lueap*  of  nm 
real  application.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON 

“Thou  ahnH  call  his  name  Jesus;  for 
it  is  lie  that  shall  save  his  people  from 
their  sins,”  is  the  Golden  Text  of  the 
Sunday  School,  lesson  for  next  Sunday, 
a  lesson  chosen  to  reveal  Christ,  the 
Savior. 

The  International  Lesson  Committee 
has  elioscn  from  the  New  Testament  the 
folowiug  passages  as  being  material 
that  will  be  particularly  helpful  to  one 
who  would  understand  the  purpose  of 
the  coming  of  Christ,  the  manifestations 
of  Divine  Love,  and  the  proofs  of 
Christ’s  saviorhood:  Luke  2:11,  30-32; 
15:3-7;  John  3:14-17;  10:9-11,  14-10,  27, 
28;  Acts  3:1-18;  Romans  5:1-11;  Philip- 
pians  2:5-11;  2  Timothy  1:9-10. 

The  lesson  chosen  for  special  study 
is  found  in  Luke  and  in  Romans  and 
reads  as  follows: 

Luke  15:3-7.  3  And  lie  spake  unto 
them  this  parable,  saying,  4  What  man 
of  you,  having  a  hundred  sheep,  and 
having  lost  one  of  them,  dotli  not  leave 
.the  ninety  and  nine,  in  thc\  vAlddfcnliss, 
and  go  after  that  which  is  lost,  until 
he  find  it?  5  And*  when  he  hath  found 
it,  he  lnyetli  it  on  his  shoulders,  re¬ 
joicing.  6  And  when  he  cometli  home, 
he  callctli  together  his  friends  and  his 
neighbors,  saying  unto  them,  Rejoice 
with  me,  for  I  have  found  ■  my  sheep 
which  was  lost.  7  I  say  unto  you,  that 
even  so  there  shall  bo  joy  in  heaven 
over  one  sinner  that  repenteth,  more 
than  over  ninety  and  nine  righteous 
persons,  who  need  no  repentance. 

Romans  5:6-11.  6  For  while  we  were 
yet  weak,  in  due  season  Christ  died  for 
the  ungodly.  7  For  scarcely  for  a  right¬ 
eous  man  will  one  die:  for  peradventure 
for  tho  good  man  some  one  would  even 
dare  to  die.  8  But  God  commendcth  his 
own  love  toward  us,  in  that,  while  we 
were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us. 
9  Much  more  then,  being  now  justified 
by  his  blood,  shall  wo  bo  saved  from, 
the  wrath  of  God  through  him.  10  For

Increase  Enrollment 


Wlien  an  outsider  hears  that  there 
are  more  than  seven  hundred  students 
in  the  College  at  Maryville,  lie  has 
hoard  only  part  of  the  story.  An  S.  T.  C. 
student  body,  almost  us  large  as  the 
one  in  residence,  is  to  bo  found  scatter¬ 
ed  throughout  the  counties  of  Northwest 
Missouri.-  This  non-resident  student 
body  is  made  up  of  extension  and  cor¬ 
respondence  students. 

Mr.  Phillip’s  class  in  History  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  organized  in  St.  Joseph,  January 
12,  brought  the  total  number  of  ex¬ 
tension  students  to  328.  Add  to  this 
number  the  190  correspondence  students 


cussed  and  settled. 

The  first  matter  brought  up  for  dis¬ 
cussion  was  the  disposal  of  a  fund 
which  had  been  collected  several  years 
ago  by  a  former  student,  Noel  Gibson. 
The  fund  was  started  for  the  purchase 
of  trophies,  which-  were  to  be  placed 
in  the  new  trophy  case  at  the  gymnas¬ 
ium.  A  sum  of  $47.50  was  collected  from 
students  and  faculty  and  placed  in  the 
bank.  The  trophies,  consisting  of  a 
large,  gold-plated  football,  denoting  the 
state  championship  of  1925,  with  the 
names  of  the  players;  and  tho  position 
they  played;  a  large,  gold-plated  bas¬ 
ketball  for  the  championship  of  1926, 
also  with  the  names  of  the  players;  and 
several  cups  for  track  awards,  were  pur 
chased  and  engraved-  but  they  were 
never  paid  for.  The  Council  voted  that 
the  $47.50  be  used  as  part  payment  for 
the  trophies. 

Ruth  England,  Chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  for  Campus  Comedies  reported 
that  tlie  committee  had  been  chosen 
with  tlie  assistance  of  Dean  Barnard, 
and  the  time  for  a  meeting  had  been 
set.  Truman  Scott  is  tlie  other  Student 
Council  representative '  on  the  Commit¬ 
tee.  Suggestions  regarding  tlie  prizes 
for  Campus  Comedies  were  offered,  and 
it  was  decided  that  three  prizes  of  five 
dollars  oacli  were  to  be  offered. 

Chin  Wilson,  Chairman  of  tlie  Danc¬ 
ing  Class  Committee,  reported  that  tlie 
Committee  had  been  unable  to  secure 
any  room  large  enough  to  hold  the 
dancing  class.  They  are  still  working 
on  plans  to  have  a  class  later  in  the 
year. 

It  was  moved  by  Truman  Scott  and 
supported  by  Clun  Wilson  that  the 
Student  Council  vote  $10.00  for  its  page 
in  the  Tower.  Ruth  England  was  asked 
to  write  tho  account  of  tho  Council 
activities  to  accompany  tho  picture. 

Last  fall  quarter  a  committee  was 
appointed  by  tho  president  of  tlie  Coun¬ 
cil  to  purchase  something  for  Social 
Hall  with  a  gift  of  $50.00  which  Presi¬ 
dent  Lamkin  gave  to  tlie  Council.  The 
members  oil  the  committee  are:  Dorothy 
McCord,  Vera  Smith,  and  Carl  Massey. 
The  committee  reported  that  it  had 
various  articles  under  consideration  and 
had  consulted  with  several  faculty 
members  and  would  be  ready  to  make 
its  final  report  at  the  next  meeting.

Its 
nose  is  long  and  sharp,  its  eyes  and  ears 
minute,  its  body  rather  slender  and 
covered  with  a  soft,  silky  brown  fur 
which  is  not  so  velvety  as  tlint  of  tho 
mole.  Tlie  animal  is  a  shrew. 

Tlie  shrows  aro  among  the  smallest 
mammals.  They'  are  found  throughout 
the  world,  except  in  tlie  Australian  and 
South  American  regions,  Tlioro  are 
about  thirty-six  species  and  six  genera 
in  tho  United  States. 

Unlike  tlie  mole,  shrews  occasionally 
emerge  from  their  burrows,  and  wander 
nboqt  near  their  entrances.  They  are 
frequently  thrown  out  by  tho  spade  or 
plough,  but  arc  so  shy  that  thoy  are. 
rarely  soon  moving  about.  Above  ground 
thoy  aro  very  helpless  and  are  unabio 
to  run  rapidly,  but  when  captured  they 
show  their  fierceness  and  voracity.  Tho 
fiorconoss  is  responsible  for  their  boing 
culled  shrows.  When  taken  in  ttio  linml, 
tlie  musky  odor  thoy  emit  is  vory  dis¬ 
agreeable.  Thoy  rniso  two  or  moro  litters 
of  six  to  ton  oacli  during  tho  summer 
anil  fall,  and  do  not  hibernate.  Thoy 
food  on  worms,  grubs,  snails,  and  other 
small  animals. 

Tlioro  have  been  four  such  uuimals 
found  by  different  students  this  wiutor.

by  the  same  publication. 

I  early  discovered  that  I  was  a  moro 
appreciative  reader  of  my  own  writings 
than  anyone  else,,  and  lienee  I  have 
been  reading  them  to  whoever  would 
pay  the  admission  fee  for  over  20  years, 
unflinchingly  facing  audiences  in  every 
state  of  the  Union  except  Nevada,  there 
being  no  audience  room  in  that  state 
small  enough  to  aedomodate  the  total 
population. 

Aside  from  reading  my  own  writings 
in  public  I  have  no  other  bad  habits.

Six  Planets 
Are  Visible 


in  Evening 


Mercury,  Jupiter,  Mars,  and  Venus  May 
Be  Seen  with  Naked  Eye — Uranus 
and  Neptune  with  Small  Telescope. 


People  who  like  to  study  the  skies 
have  a  wonderful  treat  in  store  for 
them  the  next  few  days.  Tlie  winter 
sky  is  always  beautiful,  but  this  month 
it  is  especially  so  since  six  of  tlie  seven 
planets,  besides  the  Earth,  arc  visible 
in  tlie  early  evening.  Of  course  two  of 
them,  Uraiiui  and  Neptune  are  so  far 
away  that  it  is  necessary  to  use  a  small 
telescope  in  order  to  sec  them  but  tho 
others  are  so  bright  that  they  are  plain¬ 
ly  visible  to  the  naked  eye. 

The  smallest  of  the  planets,  Mercury, 
which  is  so  near  tlie  sun  that  few  people 
ever  see  it,  can  bo  seen  shortly  after 
dark  in  tlie  southwest,  low  on  the  hori¬ 
zon.  It  is  as  bright  as  a  first  magni¬ 
tude  star  and  can  not  be  mistaken  since 
tlicr  are  no  stars  of  the  first  magnitude 
near  it  now.  Yenus,  which  is  sometimes 
called  tho  “Evening”  or  “Morning 
Star”  but  which  is  really  not  a  star 
at  all,  but  a  planet  much  like  our  own 
Eoartli,  and  upon  which  sonic  astrono¬ 
mers  believe  there  is  life,  is  the  nearest 
of  all  the  heavenly  bodies  to  the  earth 
except  the  moon.  It  can  be  located  in 
the  Southwestern  sky  about  forty-five 
degrees  above  the  horizon. 

Almost  directly  overhead  and  in  line 
wth  Mercury  and  Venus,  Jupiter,  the 
largest  planet  of  our  Solar  system,  is 
speeding  through  space  on  its  journey 
around  tlie  sun.  In  twelve  years  it  will 
complete  its  revolution  and  be  again 
in  the  identical  position  it  now  occupies. 
If  one  lias  a  telescope  he  may  see  the 
mysterious  bands  of  Jupiter  or  even 
see  some  of  its  many  interesting  moons. 

In  the  Northeast  at  about  the  same 
altitude  as  Venus  in  the  early  evening 
and  in  the  same  line  with  the  other 
three,  blood-red  Mars  glows  like  a  hot 
coal,  and,  like  the  hot  coal  it  seems  to 
fade,  brighten,  fade,  brighten,  as  one 
watches  it.  Mars  is  tlie  most  interesting 
of  all  the  •planets  and  probnbly  the 
most  studied  of  them  all.  People  are 
supposed  to  dwell  on  that  distant  world 
and  with  the  aid  of  a  telescope  one  can 
see  their  canals  by  which  astronomers 
claim  they  bring  water  to  irrigate  their 
crops. 

The  planets  are  not  the  only  bodies 
of  interest  in  tlie  sky  these,  nights. 
Millions  of  stars  are  there  also.  Those 


who  will  push  their  hooks  back  for 
few  minutes  tlie  first  clear  night  and 
bravo  the  frosty  air  long  enough  to  get 
n  glimpse  of  the  prettiest  thing  in  an 
Hire  will  lie  well  repaid.

Knights  T  emplar 


Mr.  Phillips  Is  Local  Representative  for 

Fund  at  College — Fund  Is  Open  to 

Others  besides  Members  of  Masonic 

Families. 

Tho  Knights  Templar  of  Missouri 
have  loaned,  (luring  the  past  four  years, 
$7,700  to  students  in  the  local  college. 
By  means  of  this  fund,  fifty  young 
men  and  women  have  found  it  possible 
to  come  to  Maryville  and  attend  college. 
This  has  not  only  enabled  worthy  stud¬ 
ents  to  obtain  a  college  education,  but 
is  a  matter  of  some  material  benefit 
to  the  business  interests  of  Maryville. 

Mr.  Phillips,  chairman  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department,  is  the  local  represen¬ 
tative  for  the  loan  fund  at  the  College. 
Following  are  some  figures  which  in¬ 
dicate  the  extent  to  which  Maryville 
students  have  been  interested  in  this 
loan  fund.  In  1924-1925,  tho  sum  of  $350 
was  borrowed  by  students.  In  1925-1926, 
there  was  a  noticeable  increase  and  the 
amount  loaned  was  $900.  In  1926-1927, 
tho  amount  soared  upward  and  $3,470 
was  loaned.  In  1927-1928,  the  students 
borrowed  $2,980.  Those  figures  indicate 
that  students  are  determined  to  get 
an  education  even  though  they  are 
forced  to  borrow  money. 

The  secretary  of  this  fund  for  Mis¬ 
souri,  Dr.  J.  II.  Scarborough,  says  that 
$80,000  is  available  as  a  revolving  loan 
fund  for  college  students  in  this  state, 
and  five  hundred  students'  in  Missouri 
Colleges  have  already  been  assisted. 
More  than  ten  thousand  students  in  the 
United  States  have  been  served,  the 
total  fund  for  all  states  amounting  to 
more  than  $1,500,000. 

The  fund  is  open  to  non-Masons  as 
well  as  to  members  of  Masonic  families 
This  fund  is  provided  by  an  annual  as¬ 
sessment  of  one  dollar  per  capita  on 
each  member  of  the  order  of  Knights 
Templar.  Any  worthy  student  who  is 
■  a  ‘member  of  tho  Junior  or  Senior  class 
in  any  approved  college  in  the  United 
States  is  eligible  to  share  in  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  this  fund. 

Tho  Christian  order  of  a  half  million 
members  is  doing .  a  work  worth  while 
for  the  education  of  the  American 
youth.

Zoology  Class  Is 
Studying  Dog  Fish 

The  Zoology  5.1B  class  is  making  a 
detailed  study  of  the  dogfisli  shark  this 
quarter.  The  dogfish  slunk  is  classed 
under  the  Elnsinobrniichii  and  of  Ver¬ 
tebra  ta  subpliylum.  Other  animals  fall¬ 
ing  in  tile  same  class  with  the  dogfisli 
are  the  shark  and  rnys,  or  skates. 

The  dogfish  shark  resembles  true 
fishes  in  external  form,  but  nrc  placed 
in  :i  class  to  themselves  because  they 
differ  so  widely  in  structure.  Among 
the  peculiarities  which  separate  the 
Elnsmobrnchs  from  the  true  fishes 
(Pisces)  are  the  absence  of  membrane 
bones,  of  ail  air  bladder,  and  of  true 
scales,  and  the  presence  of  skeletal 
characteristics  ‘which  are  not  found  in 
true  fishes.  The  common  dogfish  sharks.  ■ 
are  about  .two  and  one-half  feet  long 
and  are  abundant  in  the  waters  off 
tho  coast  of  New  England  and  Northern 
Europe. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  destructive 
dogfish  sharks.  The  smooth  dogfisli  is  • 
an  enemy  of  the  lobster,  and  it  is  es¬ 
timated  that  about  640,000  lobsters  are  _ 
destroyed  in  one  year  in  Buzzards  Bay. 
The  bellied  dogfish  is  the  most  dcstrue-  , 
live  agency  with  which  fishermen  have 
to  contend.  They  devour  valuable  food 
fishes,  drive  away  and  destroy  schools 
of  squid  used  by  fishermen  for  bait,  < 
and  rob  and  injure  nets  and  other  fish¬ 
ing  gear.  Experts  estimate  the  damage 
to  marketable  fish  and  fishing  gear 
owned  in  Massachusetts,  at  not  less 
than  $400,000  a  year.  It  has  been  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  fish  be  converted  into 
oil  and  fertilizer  to  make  it  profitable 
for  fishermen  to  capture  them  and  thus  j 
bring  a  decrease  in  numbers.  .

'October  a  Posture  Week  was  held  at 
tlio  Teachers  College  at  Maryville.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  week  more  than  300  posture 
posters  were  made;  studonts  wore  given 
posture  tests  by  majors  in  Physical 
Education.  All  students  wore,  asked  to 
pasB  the  triple  posture  tost  if  possible, 
and  the  worst  cases  wore  put  in  special 
corrective  classes.”

Ip  this  way  a  general  idea  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  subjects  is  obtained  and  u  stud¬ 
ent  lias  a  better  chance  for  choosing 
the  major  ho  likes  best. 

A  good  plan  is  to  get  into  tho  habit 
of  investigating  tho  difforent  courses 
ind  find  tho  one  most  suited  -to  tho  in¬ 
dividual  liking.
